ns I have done often sitting 


in the: chimney corner at Ilie day's 
end, 
I look hack ut my youth and 


manhood and tcjl, with one eye upon 
the cliK'k, of tho^e yenrs of fullllhnent 
In the progress of our beloved pUgrlm. 
There arc four and twenty of rtiem 
that I shall try to review In as many 
minutes. 
At" this distance 1 see only 


the high plnees—one looming above 
another, like steps In a stxlrwn$. 


The yenrs of bnlldliig and sentiment 


ended on the fourth of November, 
1842, when he and Mary Tudd were 
joined in marriage. Now, like one hnv- 
Ing tnken note of the storm clouds, he 
strengthens the structure. 


Mary tried to teach, him line man- 


ners. 
It wns a dltlicnlt undertaking. 


Often, ns might have been expected, 
she lost her patience. Mary was an 
excellent girl, but rather klndlesijme 
nnd prngmotlc. Like most of the pral 
He folk, for Instance, Abe Lincoln hftd 
been accustomed to rench for the but- 
ter with his own knife, and to find 
rest In attitudes extremely indolent' 
and unbecoming. Ho enjoyed sprawl- 
Ing on the floor In his shirt-sleeves 
and slippers with a pillow under his 
head and n book In his hand. He had 
a liking for ample accommodation, not 
fully satisfied by a bed or a lounge. 
Mary undertook to turn him Into new 
ways and naturally there was Irrita- 
tion In the house, but I think they got 
along very well together for all that 
Mary grew fond of him and proud 
of his great talents and was a devoted 
wife/- For yenrs she did. the wofk of 
the-house and bore him children. He 
milked the cow and took care of the 
horse when he was1 at home. 


Annabel and I,, havlnfe just been 


married, went with him to Washing- 
ton on our wedding tour In 1847. He 
was taking lils scat In congress that 
year. We" w'ere with him there when 
he met Webster. 
Lincoln was deeply 


Impressed by the quiet dignity of the 
great man. We went together to hear 
Emerson lecture. It was a motley au- 
dience—business 
men, 
fashionable 


ladles and gentlemen, statesmen, politi- 
cians, women with their knitting and 
lion-hunters. The tall awkward ora-. 
tof ascended the platform, took off 
his top-coat and drew a manuscript 
from his pocket. He had a narrow, 
sloping forehead,'a prominent nose, 
gray eyes and a skin of-singular trans- 
parency. His voice wns rich and mel- 
low, but not strong. 
Lincoln listened 


with rapt attention to his talk about 
Democracy. 
It was a memorable 


night 
He spoke of It often. 
Such 


contact with the great sphrlts of that 
time, of which he studiously availed 
himself In Washington, was of great 
value to the statesman from Illinois. 
His experiences on the floor were In 
no way Important to him, but since 
1014 
I have thought often of what he 


said there, regarding Folk's Invasion 
of Mexico, unauthorized by congress 
as It was: 


"The provision of the Constitution, 


giving the war-making power to con- 
gress was dictated, ns I understand It, 
by the following reasons: Kings had 
always been Involving" and Impoverish- 
ing their people In wars, pretending 
generally that the good of the people 
was the object. This our convention 
understood to be the most oppressive 
of all kingly oppressions and they pro- 
posed to so frame the constitution 
that no man should hold the power of 
bringing this oppression upon us." 


The next year he stumped Massa- 


chusetts for "Zach" Taylor and heard 
Oov. Seward deliver his remarkable 
speech on slavery, which contained 
this striking utterance: 


"Congress has no power to Inhibit 


any duty commanded by God on Mount 
Sinai or by His Son on the Mount of 
Olives." 


On his return home Lincoln con- 


fessed that we had soon to deal with 
that question. 


I was In his office when Herndon 


saM:

Lincoln asked.

On. the whole he was not si com- 


indicative as he had been In hls'young 
manhood. He suffered days of depres- 
sion when ho Bald little.

good company, he seemed to be think- 
ing of .things In no way connected 
with the talk.

"thing he had against Lincoln was his

"Let us have pence nnd revolutionize 
through the ballot box," he urged. 


In 1854, n little quarrel In New York 


began to weave the thread j)f'rteslliiy. 
Sewnrd, Weed nnd Oreelcy had wielded 
decisive power In the party councils', 
of-tlmt stnte. SeVjird was a high- 
headed, popular Idol. His plans, and 
his triumphant progress absorbed his 
thought 
Weed wns dazzled by the 


splendor of this grent star. 
Neither 


gave n thought to their able colleague 
—a poor man struggling to build up 
a grent ncwspnpcr. 
An office, with 


fair pay, would have been a help In 
those days. But he got no recognition 
of his needs and talents nnd services. 
Suddenly he wrote a letter to Weed 
In which .he said: 
• 


. "The firm of Seward, Weed nnd 
Grccley Is hereby dissolved by Ihe res- 
ignation of its junior member." 


When Greeley had grown In power 


and wlsdoin'uhtt! his name wns known 
and honored from ocean to ocean, they 
tried'to" make peace'with him. but 
In vain. 


Then suddenly a new party nnd a 


new Lincoln were horn on the smile' 
day In 1856, at h great meeting In 
"J?looraington, Illinois. There his soul 
was .to come Into Its stateliest, 
man- 


sion ^ out of its lower vaulted past 
For him the fulness of time had ar- 
rived. 
He was prepared for It. His 


intellect had also-reached the fulness 
Of Us fiver. 
Now his great right 


hand was ready for the thunderbolts 
which his spirit had been slowly forg- 
ing.

AVhat 
shnll I say of his words save that 
It seemed to me that the voice of God. 
wns In them? 
The reporters forgot 


to report. It is a. lost speech. There 
Is no record of It. I suppose It was 
scribbled with a pencil on'scraps of 
paper nnd on the hacks of envelopes 
n't sundry times, agreeably with his 
hnbltj nnd committed to memory. So 
this grent speech, called by some the 
noblest effort of his life, wns never 
printed. I remember one sentence, re- 
lating to the Nebraska bill. 


"Let us use ballots, not bullets,

Anthracite a Natural Monopoly 


. Whereas soft coal land is almost a 
free gift of nature over much 'of the 
United States, anthracite is a natural 
monopoly. Small amounts of anthra- 
cite or semi-anthracite, are mined in 
Virginia, Arkansas and Colorado, but 
from the national point of view, an- 
thracite means Pennsylvania anthra- 
cite. The anthracite 'measures of that 
State cover an area of 480 square 
miles — about one-thousandth of the 
area of soft-coal lands. 
The under- 


ground reserves 6f the -region are 
now between 16 and 17 billion tons, 
sufficient at the present rate. of de- 
pletion for not much over a century, 
and only five-tenths of one per cent 
as great as the underground reserves 
of bituminous coal and lignite. 
The 


anthracite lands were all bought up 
long ago. 
Production has reached a 


maximum and can hardly be in- 
creased over the present level of ap- 
proximately 
90,000,000 net tons a 


year. 


The soft coal mines of the United 


States produce in a single day as 
much as the anthracite mines in a 
week.

Washington, D, C., July 30, 1921. 
A 
high 
temperature 
wave 
will 


cover the northern plains, northern 
Rockies and northern Pacific slope 
near August 1 and a moderate storm 
will be pushing from behind it. These 
conditions 
will cross meridian 90, 


moving southeastward, about one day 
later-and will reach Atlantic coast 
section Ailgust 4 or 5. Not much rain, 
from this disturbance; storms will be 
weak and of little importance; good 
corn weather where the soil Is wet 
and bad where it has been dry; lazy, 
sluggish 
weather. 
The rain that 


comes from that storm will be located 
much the same.as for the past three 
or four weeks. 


This storm will end the monthly 


moisture locations and better rains' 
are expected for August in the iniddlc 
southwest, including western Texas, 
New 
Mexico, Arizona and Texas. 


July and August rains arc always im- 
portant to that large section.

wife beaters, bigamists, gamblers and 
offenders aealnst the moral law. Ad- 
vance warnings are sometimes given, 
but not always. 
Many more white 


men have been whipped, tarred 'and 
feathered than negroes. No dlscrlml- 
nation as to race, color or nationality 
Is shown. 


In Dallas and many of. the other 


cities and towns ,of the state there 
have been parades of masked men 
who claim to belong to the Ku Kim 
Klan. More than 400 men wera In the 
parade In Dallas, Many public warn- 
ings to law violators and moral lepera 
have been posted In public places over 
the state.. These warnings are signed 
by the Ku Klui Klan.

Most American cotton' is raised ' on 
shares by tenant farmers, who are 
carried" by the land-owning planters 
tor about sir months each year, dur- 
ing which they are provided with food 
and clothes for themselves and their 
families, to be paid for when' the cron 
s sold In the Fall. 


Last'year's crop, however, la still 


msold, and neither tenant nor planter 
!»s received the money on which they 
lad depended. 
The planters are al- 


most moneyless and are unable to ob- 
aln further credit from the banks, 
which are also hard pressed. Nover- 
heless, the tenants must be carried 
111 next Fall, with no assurance that 
the cotton market will come back even 
then.

Inevitably there is pressure all down 


he line, and th'e tenants, whose credit 
has been reduced to the disappearing 
point, are obliged to live on the cheap- 
est foods obtainable.

meat, eggs, and milk and vegetables 
lack certain elements thai are abso^ 
lutely essentlnl to the maintenance o) 
health.

As hen manure, a« It uiually 
la cured for, contains Only about one- 
half Its original value, the Ion through 
this form of neglect mnat be very 
large for the entire1 country. 


The town or city bsekyard-poullry- 


man has two real Incentives to Induce 
the saving of hit hen manure. In the. 
Brat place his poultry houie should be 
kepi clean 
If his fo#l4 Are to ha 


healthy, and. In the second place, the 
mnnnre may be used Immediately dur- 
ing a large part 'of the year In the 
'orchard, or around berry busbei. How- 
ever, If this Immediate use Is resorted 
to (he manure should be applied some- 
what sparingly. . It Is from two to 
three times richer In phosphoric acid 
than the ordinary farm manures. Thli, 
of course. Is due to the kinds' of feeds 
U5«l, and also to the fact that liquid 
and solid matter are together. 


It can be handled most satisfactorily 


If mired with "loam to remove stick- 
iness In the summer. In the winter it 
.should be mixed with a fair propor- 
tion of loam, sawdnst, or coal ashes, 
fitted dried earth, land plaster, or 
gypsnm. Wood ashes and lime should 
never be used as they set free the 
nitrogen, which tanst be avoided. 


Keep In a Dry Place. 


To put manure on the ground In the 


winter would mean to lose onerhnlf or 
more of Its value. The better plan Is to 
store It In barrels or boxes until time 
to use on a growing crop. When stored 
this Vay the container should have 
several large holes bored In It to admit 
air. Some plants having several tliou- 
sa^d fowls have large bins of concrete 
forSaving this manure. Untreated, a 
large part of the nitrogen escapes Into 
the air as ammonia g<s. 


The 
Maine 
experiment 
station 


recommends .using with 
every " 30 


pounds of poultry manure 10 pounds 
of sawdust, 16 pounds of add phos- 
phate, and 8 pounds of tcalnlt. The 
add phosphate and the kalnlt prevent 
the lo«j of nitrogen, and the sawdust 
absorbs the excess moisture. If saw- 
duit Is not obtainable, dried earth In 
about the same proportion may he 
substituted.
